“This is home,” Warrant 
Officer Derek Christensen 
said. 

“It’s good to see all the 
army coming to Niagara.” 

The Lincoln and 
Welland Regiment mili¬ 
tary regiment conducts 


regular training exercises, 
but it’s not often they get 
to team up with troops 
from across the province, 
in addition to soldiers 
from the U.S. and United 
Kingdom. 

They’re all in Niagara 
for Exercise Stalwart 
Guardian, a massive 
training exercise. 


“It’s a bigger scope of 
training, certainly,” 
Christensen said. “We 
have what really is the 
reserve army of Ontario 
in Niagara here.” 

And the Niagara- 
based soldiers “are pretty 
excited” to be part of it. 

“They're motivated to 
see this right in their 
backyards—literally for 
some people. They’re 
excited to see this level, 
to see the whole army 
coming in and the focus 
on the reserve army of 
Ontario training here in 
Niagara." 

“It's interesting," said 
Cpl. Kevin Fisher, a 
Welland resident with the 
Lincoln and Welland 
Regiment. “This is the 
same training area that 
we use on a regular basis, 
so now being able to do 
the same things that we 
do every week on a much 
higher scale is interesting 
to see how it all works. 

"Usually, we just pre¬ 
tend that someone else is 
there. It will be cool to 
actually have other peo¬ 


ple on the ground. It’s 
going to be a lot of fun.” 

Major Bruce Mair, 
second in command of 
the Lincoln and Welland 
Regiment, said the exer¬ 
cise is being co-ordinated 
by the 4th Canadian 
Division-a military orga¬ 
nization in charge of bri¬ 
gades across the prov- 

And although “it just 
happens to be taking 
place in our backyard, as 
it were,” Mair said the 
local regiment isn’t con¬ 
sidered the host of the 
exercise. 

Nevertheless, he said 
as many as 50 local reserv¬ 
ists are participating in 
the exercise — filling a 
quota required by 4th 
Division organizers. 

In doing so, they’re 
participating in an exer¬ 
cise unlike anything 
Christensen has seen in 
30 years serving with the 
reserves, including seven 
years with the Lincoln 
and Welland Regiment. 

“It’s never happened 
at this scope. We may 


have done one-or two- 
week training periods, 
but it’s usually on an 
(army) base.” 

But holding a week- 
long training exercise in 
the communities adds to 
its realism. 

“A lot of the army 
bases are fields and for¬ 
ests with the occasional 
buildings. They don’t 
really represent the real 
world if you were in any 
operations in any coun¬ 
try, unless it was just for¬ 
est,” he said. 

“This operation is 
supposed to represent an 
invasion of Canada, so I 
guess being in a real com¬ 
munity is where we'd be 
operating. It ads to the 
realism.” 

The scenario — an 
attack on the Welland 
Canal also mirrors the 
reality of both the First 
and Second World Wars, 
when military troops, 
including the Lincoln and 
Welland Regiment, were 
stationed along the water¬ 
way — protecting the area 
from potential attack. 


Considering the cur¬ 
rent exercise, it could still 
be considered a potential 

“Anybody who lives 
here knows the canal is a 
pretty important trans¬ 
portation link," he said. 

In a media release, 
Minister of National 
Defence Rob Nicholson 
said the exercise provides 
“a unique opportunity to 
train in local communi¬ 
ties and showcase the 
skills and professionalism 
of the Canadian Army to 
the people of the Niagara 
peninsula.” 

Through the training, 
the soldiers “develop 
combat effective units 
capable of responding to 
a multitude of threats, 
including the provision of 
rapid and effective assis¬ 
tance to Canadian citi¬ 
zens and their communi¬ 
ties as required,” added 
Nicholson, MP for Niagara 
Falls.

Canada needs 
dementia strategy 

Dear Editor, 


I have a 43-year-old 
teacher volunteering on 
my campaign for a nation¬ 
al dementia plan because, 
astonishingly, Matt’s wife 
who is 45 is already in 


secure, long-term care 
with the illness 
(Frontotemporal demen¬ 
tia, FTD). 

They have three children 
-14, 12 and 10. About 15 
per cent of the 750,000 
Canadians living with 
dementia are under 60 
years old. 

When you also realize 
that people with dementia 
have on average three or 
four caregivers, that means 
dementia is already direct¬ 
ly affecting at least 3 mil¬ 
lion Canadians. Those 
numbers will quadruple in 
a generation. 

Those big numbers 
may not mean as much to 
us as the people we actu¬ 
ally know with the disease 
or acting as their caregiver 
— a family member, friend, 
neighbour or work col¬ 
league. 


My private member’s 
bill for a national dementia 
plan (C-356) will be debat¬ 
ed in the House of 
Commons late this year. 

I urge you to contact 
your local MPs this sum¬ 
mer so they know voters in 
their riding back a national 
strategy and federal lead¬ 
ership working with pro¬ 
vincial and municipal 
partners. This strategy will 
deliver research, early 
diagnosis and interven¬ 
tion, support for caregiv¬ 
ers, workforce training for 
the workforce, and 
strengthening the integra¬ 
tion of primary, home and 
community care. I like to 
say Alzheimer’s and relat¬ 
ed dementia diseases are 
non-partisan. 

We will need nonparti¬ 
san solutions. 

I believe Members of 


Parliament from all parties 
should back a national 
dementia strategy but it 
will help their decision 
knowing voters in their 
ridings support this. 

On my website you can 
find more information on 
my bill as well as a petition 
to print that, with a mini¬ 
mum of 25 signatures, your 
MP or I can present to 
Parliament this fall. (www.

Canada is one of the few 
G8 countries without a 
national dementia strate¬ 
gy. Please contact your MP 
and together let's change 
that.

Plato: weekly trip reveals Black crowned Night Heron 


We travel the Niagara 
Parkway quite often 
because it is a beautiful 

One year we saw the 
colourful Harlequin male 
duck and his mate near 
Nicholl’s Marina in south 
Fort Erie. 

Actually we were look¬ 
ing for the Bald eagle. In 
winter time Elaine and I 
saw the majestic bird 
perched in a giant river 
willow near Black Creek. 
This year on a weekly trip 
we headed north along 
the Parkway. 

It was an Bald eagle 
watch. As we approached 
the Black Creek bridge 
we saw it. A large bird 
was perched in a willow. 
Slow down! 

Then I recognized the 
bird - a Black-Crowned 
Night Heron 

Hey, this was mid¬ 
morning. 

As its name implies it is 
mainly nocturnal. Other 
ones I have seen in day-

light on Miller’s Creek 
are in the reed beds or 
roosting in nearby trees. 
Its a good sized bird - 
medium sized compared 
to the Great Blue. 

It has a rather short 
neck and of course a 
black crown. 

Wait until dusk or night 
and listen. 

I had grandson, Luke 
O’Brien, describe the 
bird he had seen up 
north. Luke mimicked 
the bird’s call. I knew 
what it was—the Black- 
crowned night heron. I 
showed him a Peterson 


and played the bird’s 
call. 

“That’s it, grandpa!” 
Listen to the harsh, bark¬ 
ing quawk. 

Approach their sites at 
nesting time and you 
will hear a great deal of 
croaking, barking and 
screaming calls. 

Unforgettable and they 
live locally. 

We just returned mid- 
August from visiting 
McGregor Provincial 
Park near Port Elgin on 
Lake Huron.

Campground owners battle the Emerald Ash Borer

The emerald ash borer is 
destroying busmess for camp¬ 
ground owners like Michael 
Miller. 

MUler, who owns Knight’s 
Hide-Away Park on Gorham 
Rd., says “no help is available 
for anyone to save the trees” 
from the emerald ash borer, a 
beetle that attacks aU species 
of true ash trees. 

The beetle, which is native 
to China and eastern Asia, 
was discovered in Windsor in 
2002. 

MUler says he is lucky 
because 40% of the trees on 
his campground are oak, and 
other varieties of trees. 

Although losing his popu¬ 
lation of ash trees would be 
devastating, MUler says at 
least his campground 
wouldn't be completely bare 
if the emerald ash borer took 
aUofhis ash trees. 

MUler met FonthUl arbour- 
ist Andrew Cook last month, 
and he is working with Cook 
to develop a forest manage¬ 
ment strategy plan. 

With Cook’s help, MUler 
wUl protect 23 of his ash trees 
from the emerald ash borer. 

Cook is qualified to inject 
an insecticide caUed TreeAzin 
into an ash tree to help con¬ 
trol the beetle. The insecti¬ 
cide was developed by the 
Canadian Forest Service in 
partnership with BioForest 
Technologies. 

The arbourist injected 23 
ash trees with the insecticide 
at MUler’s park 

"I’m injecting 23 trees (with 
TreeAzin) but I might be sav¬ 


ing 60 trees," he says. 

Once a tree has been inject¬ 
ed with TreeAzin, Cook says 
the insecticide spreads to the 
entire tree, from roots to 

If an emerald ash borer 
beetle tries to eat the leaves of 
an ash tree injected with 
TreeAzin, the beetles wUl be 
repeUed from eating it The 
protected trees may encour¬ 
age the beetle to move to 
another location, bypassing 
other ash trees. 

The campground business 
is more difficult for ferry 
Giammattolo. 

Giammattolo, who owns 
WindmUl Point Park in 
Ridgeway, says ash trees 
make up about 80% of his 
campground’s tree popula- 

Giammattolo, who took 
over the business from his 
father, says he’s doing every¬ 
thing he can to protect his ash 

“It (the emerald ash borer) 
is so destructive. What both¬ 
ers me is that there is no help 
out there,” he says. 

“You can’t put a price on it 
(saving ash trees.)” 

Giammattolo has been 
working with Cook to protect 
the ash trees that he can, 
whUe planting a variety of 
other trees to replace the ash 
trees he’s already lost. 

“We’ve lost about 10 trees 
because they weren’t good 
specimens to save.” 

According to Giammattolo, 
the cost of removing a dead 
ash tree is about “several hun¬ 
dred doUars.” 

Cook, who owns Andrew's 
Tree and Shrub Care in

FonthUl, says Fort Erie resi¬ 
dents should be concerned 
about their population of ash 
trees. 

About 80% of Fort Erie's 
tree population are ash trees, 
according to Cook 

“What people need to real¬ 
ize is within the next few 
years, Fort Erie and the rest of 
Niagara will lose two genera¬ 
tions of ash trees,” he says. 

Cutting down healthy ash 


trees before they become 
infected isn't an answer, says 
Cook 

“It's more cost effective to 
save the tree than to cut it 

Cook says it also takes 50 
years or more, depending on 
the variety of tree, to grow 
taU. 

TreeAzin can only be inject¬ 
ed between May 1 and Aug. 31 
as a preventative measure. 


Cook is frustrated by the 
limited deadline to inject trees 
with the insecticide. 

"According to the govern¬ 
ment, the beetle stops flying 
on Aug. 31 at midnight” 

If ash trees are left untreated, 
they become "beetle factories” 
for the hungry emerald ash 

Once an ash tree has 
become infected, Cook says it 
will die with two years. After 


an ash tree dies, it becomes 
dangerous, because "it falls 
over fast.” 

He says if munidpafities 
such as Fort Erie don’t do 
something now to protect the 
trees, Niagara will look bare.

The Fort Erie resident said 
many people often provide 
assistance at Christmas time, 
but they don't think about 
Easter. 

That’s why Leveiile used her 
husband’s large tax return to 
buy 15 Easter baskets and she 
filled them with goodies. 
Leveiile ended up helping 


more than 60 children in that 
first year thanks to support 
from the community. 

Leveiile has since expanded 
the holiday basket program 
and renamed it the Niagara 
Area Children’s Assistance 
Program last year. 

Leveiile says the local chari¬ 
ty has since expanded and 
offers items at Thanksgiving, 
children’s stockings at 
Christmas time and a back-to- 


school program in September. 

The program is also hoping

Leveiile got the idea to begin 
collecting old gaming systems

"I thought no one would 
want them,” Leveiile says.

PREVENTING DEHYDRATION 101 


Many of us may not think about it, but with the combination of warmer 
temperatures and increased activity, our bodies are losing more water than 
usual. If we do not replace the fluids that are lost, we are putting ourselves 
at risk of dehydration. The common feeling of being thirsty is the body’s 
way of letting us know that it is becoming dehydrated and needs the 
lost fluids to be replaced. This signal should not be ignored, so when you 
feel thirsty, it’s time to get a drink of water. The problem arises when the 
person does not have close access to water or if they become dehydrated 
very quickly from too much heat exposure or exercise. At this point the 
symptoms of dehydration are more serious and may include weakness, 
dizziness, fainting, decreased urination, or deeply yellow-coloured urine. A 
person with any of these symptoms may require medical attention. 
Fortunately, there are some very simple steps that you can take to prevent 
dehydration. Always bring extra water with you - especially for outdoor 
events or if working outside. Wear light-coloured and loose-fitting clothing 
as it will keep you cooler on hot, sunny days. Try to avoid exercise and 
exposure during high heat index days or at least limit time spent in the 
heat by finding a shaded area to cool down. Limit alcohol consumption, 
because alcohol increases water loss leading to dehydration. 

It is important for everyone to keep hydrated, but it is especially important 
to ensure that children and elderly people are getting enough fluids. It 
may be difficult to get children to drink lots of water throughout the day, 
so providing them with snacks of fruits and vegetables that have high 
water content will help to replace those lost fluids. Some of the most 
hydrating foods include cucumber, iceberg lettuce, tomatoes, watermelon, 
strawberries, and cantaloupe. 

Warmer weather and sunny days are ideal for outdoor events and 
activities, but please keep in mind our tips for staying cool and hydrated 
this summer season!

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80-year-old to ride in MS Bike Niagara

Community fundraising 
efforts are making a dif¬ 
ference for people living 
with multiple sclerosis, 
said Port Colborne resi¬ 
dent Larry Peyton. 

“There’s major research 
going on in Saskatchewan, 
and hopefully...” 

Money raised through 
community activities like 
next weekend’s MS Bike 
Niagara has contributed 


to efforts to develop new 
treatments and ultimately 
a cure for the debilitating 
disease, he added. 

Peyton is one of about 
350 participants expected 
to participate in the 
regional bike ride next 
Sunday — an event that 
brings in about $350,000 
a year for MS research. 

Peyton was 70 years old 
when he first decided to 
participate in MS Bike 
Niagara, a bicycle tour of 
Niagara communities 


held to raise funds for 
multiple sclerosis 
research. 

At the time, a close fam¬ 
ily member had recently 
been diagnosed with MS, 
and Peyton wanted to do 
something to help. He 
recalled seeing a story 
about MS Bike Niagara 
and decided to partici- 

“I thought well, I've 
been riding a bicycle ever 
since The Tribune had 
delivery guys with bicy¬ 
cles many 


years ago," he said. “I 
thought with a little bit of 
training, I could get in 
shape to do that.” 

He’s participated in 
every ride since, single- 
handedly contributing 
more than $27,000 to the 

Now, at 80 years old, 
Peyton is finally slowing 
down — a little. 

Instead of riding his 
mountain bike for 70 km 
next weekend during the 
MS Bike Niagara, the Port 
Colborne resident his tak¬ 


ing his family’s advice 
and following the 40km 
route instead. It takes 
place next Sunday on the 
streets of Crystal Beach, 
Ridgeway and Fort Erie. 

“It's just a recreational 
ride, it's not a race," he 
added. 

Nevertheless, Peyton 
has been spending a lot of 
time aboard his mountain 
bike in recent days, pre¬ 
paring for the event. 

“For the last three 
months I’ve been on my 


bike a little bit, but yes¬ 
terday I started the long 
rides,” he said. 

Peyton’s training takes 
him along the Friendship 
Trail to Ridgeway and 
back to Port Colborne. 

“It's an hour’s ride down 
... and an hour and half to 
come back because it’s 
against the wind,” he 
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Peyton says cycling keeps him in shape

During rides this week, 
Peyton plans to add to the dis¬ 
tance he rides everyday so by 
the time the MS Bike Niagara 
arrives, he'll be ready for the 
40-km trip. 

Even when he’s not training, 
Peyton said he prefers to ride 


his bicycle. 

“I ride four to five times a 
week. I’d rather ride downtown 
than drive downtown,” he said. 
“It gives you the opportunity to 
see a little bit more." 

He's not relegated to pave¬ 
ment on his bicycle, and can 
enjoy the scenery following the 
bike paths along the canal. 

Besides raising money for a 


good cause, Peyton said it helps 
keep him in shape. 

"I’ve dropped a couple of 
pounds since the beginning of 
the week. It’s working,” he said.
